[IPs force has, 
in the history of the Salvation War, accomplished mui-Ii, and in 
the hope that our comrades scattered abroad throughout the Do- 
minion may be encouraged to lift up the banner on high in their 
own locality, we reprint the following extracts from The tiomance 
of The Salvation Army. 
INVADING AMERICA. 

Take, for example, the story of the invasion of America. While 
the Army was still in the early stages during which it was known 
as the Christian Mission, a youngman in Cleveland, Ohio, had read, 
or heard somewhere, of the work il was' doing; and, looking at the 
ways of the masses among whom he lived, his eyes turned wist- 
fully towards the energetic workers on the other side of l-hn At- 
lantic. And taking his courage in both hands, he wrote- to the 
man at the head of the Christian Mission in London, suggesting 
that- Cleveland, Ohio, would be all the belter if some of the enthus- 
iasm and activity of lhe Christian Mission could he turned in that 
direction. The founder of the Mission smiled and shook his head 
as he read the letter of Hie young man from the States; for there 
was more work to be grappled with in Old London and Old Eng- 
land than he and' his fellow- workers were ever likely to achieve. 
Nor had the idea of international extension a.* yet occurred to him. 
Therefore nothing came of the well-meant but impracticable sug- 
gestion. 

Some, years wont by, and then a young Londoner, who had be- 
come a Christian Mission convert, emigrated to Canada, and 
thence drirftod gradually towards Cleveland. Ohio, where he 
nieant to settle. The weeks wore fiiled up with work, and uii the 
Sundays he went about the city to find a place of worship that 
would correspond to bis spiritual needs. for two Sundays hi* 
search was fruitless, and on the third he came to an unimportant- 
looking building across the front of which ran (he iuseripten, 
"Christian Chapel, the poor have the Gospel preached unto 
them." fie went in with a gladdened heart. In find a few coloured 
people who, after eyeing him solemnly for some time, asked whe- 
ther he could preach and whether if their ■young man'' did not 
eome. the next Sunday, he would minister lo them. The "young 
man," however, did eume, the two young men inel, and lo and he- 
hold'! the minister was the writer of the letter urging Mr. Booth 
lo come over and help Cleveland, Ohio. 

When help did u"( come froMi (ho Old Country lie had done 
his little best 'alone, maided, among the po->rc.-l of the Cleveland 
poor, and now the l\vi> who bad met in so Prurigo a manner re. 

Tfip.ir heroic work is still remembered in Iheir district; they 
fought bravely till they fell, and it was lhe teller; which Mr. 
Booth received fr'om the young emigrant (oiling of their united 
labours which first made the leader of Ihe Christian Mission, 
which had become the Salvation Army, h.rn his thoughts to 
work abroad. 
A VALOROUS COMMUNITY." 

Seven years later a family who had come under the influence 
of General Booth's Missinn emigrated lo Philadelphia. Together 
willi a few kindred spirits they met in an old chair factory for 
united worship, and were assailed by a mob of the worst charac- 
ter's which the city could produce, whose shrieks and yells and 
curses .were such as to attract an enterprising journalist. 
to whom the .scene appeared in the light of an admirable subject 
for "copy." The mob howled; the' emigrants sang and prayed 
and preached, and in a few weeks' lime some of the assailants had 
iieum wf»! over niei the journalist had drawn i'nc atiention nf 
Philadelphia to Uie movement- Far and wide the story of the 
valorous little community spread, and it- reached England ami 
the Headquarters of The Salvation Army. The leader of Ihe Army 
could resist, the call no longer, and in February, -IjWu. oighl 
officers sailed for the Slates, with a nag for the first Philadel- 
phia Carps/ .and with another for the first New York Corps, 
which as yet Had no existence. And that was how the war was 
carried, into America, 

Evcn'more romantic than the story of the invasion of America 
is that 6T the invasion of Australia. In that most dreary and 
poverty-stricken district of the East End, where whole streets 



lind courts and alleys are inhabited by nlienfs from all parts o 
Europe, and where the inscriptions over shop doors and on shop 
windows arc mostly in (he sti'angc hieroglyphics of some lan- 
guage, of Ihe. I'la-it or North or extreme Soull: of Europe, inter- 
mingled villi announcements in Hebrew and Arabic — a noisy meet- 
ing was being held in a tumble-down building. Limctionsc had 
tilled the hall to overflowing, and outside, ill the grey streets the 
crowd listened and marvelled and cheered. A young milkman rut- 
lling down the street forgot his cry of '"Milk-oh!" joined tile 
crowd'. and elbowed his way into tile hall, ready Lo jeer at Ihe lull 
man who stood. Bible in hand, and told lhe listening crowd iho 
story "of the cruciod Redeemer. John Gore, the milknmu, eared 
nothing for "parsons"; this wnrldand its ways had always been 
enough for him. But today he. stood and listened, and when he 
went out lo his milk-eans Iho turning point in his life had come. 
Then troubles and cares fell thick and fast upon him, and after a 
while he left England to start life afresh in a new country — iu 
Australia, 

About the same time a Bradford man, easy-going and genial, 
with the Yorkshiremoirs love of music, turned into a hall where 
a public meeting was being held, allured by the merry sound of a 
fiddle. It was a Christian Mission meeting, and the man who bad 
come merely lo listen lo the singing and to Lhe fiddle was so 
moved and impressed by the service that he became a member of 
the Christian Mission on thai very day. In time the course of his 
life was also turned towards Australia, where, -shortly after ar- 
rival at Adelaide, be lost his wife, his loyal helpmate. Stray- 
ing about the streets in ultcr desolation, he came upon a little 
mecliug-hoiiso, and entering it, he beard a cheery voice say in an 
unmistakably English accent, "Well, I'm saved and happy. God 
lirst saved me in the Christian Mission in the Old Country," and 
there was a shout from the door, "Glory to God, so He did me!" 
and the Limehouse milkman and the musical Yorkshiremnn stood 
face lo face iu the Adelaide moeting-house. 

ATTACKING ADELAIDE. 

They nicl again and talked Christian Mission in season and 
out of seasom^ifiid wr^to to England and imploring that workers 
should ho scut into the Ausiitrfasian harvest, held of souls; and as 
this could not be done at once, they, in their fervour and impali-- 
enrc lo sec a beginning made, woid themselves among the poor- 
est and the most depraved and bade them come to their meetings. 
The depths of Adcluide, which had never been stirred, began lo 
move and heave and show signs of life; the meetings were packed 
with creatures lhal seemed hardly human, so deeply had they 
beeu steeped iu crime and drunkenness and vice, and "the one- 
halp' of Adelaide, living iu comfort and luxury, heard for the first 
lime of (he misery and uller debasement in which "the other 
half" lived. Before long help came from England; the reapers in 
the harvest field worked on and on, and spread in time lo all parts 
of Australia. 

But perhaps no other country in the world affords a better 
example of what unattached sokiery have dolic than the stapling 
of the Army's operaltons in Itm-Dominiou of Canada. The story 
has ol'ieu been lokl how two young converts of (he Christian mis- 
sion it; England canio io live ;;( London, On!. They were unknown 
fo one another, and neither aware ol' the other's existence iu the 
oily. On a memorable Sunday one of them, in a little chapel moet- 
inff, gave his testimony, ond told where and how God saved him. 
When he nicnthmed that he had been saved iu the Christian mis- 
sion a mighty hallelujah slailled lhe little? congregation, If came, 
from one who is now Lieut.-Colonei Addie— the oilier Christian 
Mission convert- 
After the service lhe two young fellows walked home together 
and talked of (lie Christian mission methods and meetings, and 
resolved lo start nieeliugs themselves along the old lines. 

They hired an old skating rink and held services, a great re- 
vival was started, and sometime afterward Officers were sent from- 
America In t.nke over lhe wi.u-k Ihe.y had begun. That is bow the 
Army started in Canada. 

What about the unattached soldiery in Canada? At the present 
-lime several are doing excellent "service in (ho way of selling War 
(ays in lhe. little towns and villages in which they are situated; 
in Hiis way they ore snwing 'he seed, and preparing the field for 
future advances of the Army.

The Smallest Tiling in The World 

An American scientist announ- 
ces that tie has succeeded in 
isolating and measuring the 
charge of an ion. What is an 
ion? If the electric theory of 
matter be true, the ion, a frag- 
ment of an atom, is both the 
smallest quantity of electricity 
and the smallest quantity of mat- 
ter capable of existing in a free 
state. It is so small that if enough 
electricity to generate the hydro- 
gen in a toy balloon were to be

task would ' ocenpy 100,000.000 
persons -5,000,000 years.

The British Cabinet Reconstructed 

Some important changes have 
taken place in the British Cab- 
inet. The one that occasions 
most interest is the transfer of 
Winston Churchill from Hie 
Home Secretaryship to be First 
Lord of the Admirnli.y. This has 
come as a complete surprise, and 
many arc of the opinion that. 
Churchill has been given this 
post in order to put into effect 
his ideas about the lessening of 
the cost of the navy. This is the. 
third Cabinet post thai Churchill 
has held in a little more than 
lln-cc years.. Reginald McKenna 
becomes Home Secretary, Earl 
Carriugtoii, Lord of the Privy 
Sonl. and Waller Ttiiiicimnn. Pre- 
sident of the Board of Agricul- 
ture. 

The Chinese Revolt.

Crime Decreases in Britain. 

In the judicial statistics of 1009 
for Jrcat Britain it was asserted 
that crime was on the increase 
in that country. Wc are glad to 
observe, however, that a turn has 
been taken in the opposite direc- 
tion, and that the annual return 
of the Prison Commissioners for 
the year ending March, 10H, 
shows an actual decline in crim- 
inal offences. 

There is a decline in the act* 
ual number of convictions and in- 
the proportion of prisoners 
under sentence to the whole pop-- 
ulation. The recorded actual 
number of those "doing time" is 
107,005, a decline of 12,000 since 
the previous year, and of 30,000 

since 1004-6.

GLERS AND TKE!R TRICKS ARE RELATED IN THIS ARTICLE, 




Rrsult— a hundred pounds or moi« of thin, brijjlil tins or opium." 
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NE of the most suc- 
cessful of Chinese re- 
form movements is 
that which aims at 

checking the use of 

opium throughout (he Empire." 
■writes Lewis R. Freeman in the 
Wide World Magazine. The 
action of the British Government 
in restricting the export of raw 
opium from India to Hong-Kong, 
and the prohibition of the culti- 
vation of the poppy, have been 
large factors in checking the traf- 
fic. 

These measures, however, have 
led to a great deal of smuggling 
being cc.rried on, and very ingen- 
ious are the method? taken by the 
Chinamen to cheat the Customs 
authorities. Very often word is 
received by the officials imp-' 
Suiiie '"unknown fi'ie?;;,^- "That it" 
might inte^-'^Yncm to look bc- 
^.'.iiu/'say, the first panel aft the 
third cabin port, slarhovird side. 
Result— a hundred pounds or 
more uf thin, bright tins of opium 
and a lot of protestingly innocent 
Chinamen. But sometimes the 
smugglers get ahead of the offi- 
cers a:id manage to pass the con- 
cealed opium around from one 
place 'o another while ihe search 
is being made. 
Opium Concealed in Stlk . 

"An amusing incident occurred 
at Amoy last year," snys an offi- 
cial in the service of the Hong 
Kong Government. "A merchant 
■of that city was importing flower- 
ed silk from Canton via Hong- 
Knng, and in one of his ship- 
ments, to his great surprise, in- 
side of a couple of dozen of the 
holts he found long, flattened 
■ ; cylinders of tin, fult of opium, 
t - around which were wound just 
,»( enough silk to cover them. The 
" contraband drug aggregated sev- 
eral thousand dollars in value. 
Evidently in some manner confu- 
sion had arisen among the smug- 
glers as to which bolts contained 
the opijun, and the wrong ones 
had been taken to the merchant. 

Why Hop Lint) 
Donated the Clocks. 

^Bct that was nothing to a

We searched her from stem In 
stern, hut found nothing. We 
might have been searching yet if, 
in tapping a stateroom wa:l to de- 
tect if a panel had been sawed, f 
had not chanced to notice thai 
one of the big ciocks was sagging 
on its fastenings. Thinking that 
the banging might have loosened 
some of the screws. 1 put up my 
hand lo steady it while 1 tapped 
" Tain. The weight of it gave the 

the fifty or more "gift" clocks was 
made with a nent compartmentin 
the back just large enough to hold 
one of those ten-pound cakes of 
opium, and in our careful search- 
es for bidden recesses we had 
never been observant enough to 
notice that all the clocks were an 
inch thicker than they should 
have been! 

'■The clocks were of a common 
German type and manufacture, 
but the compartments had been 
so cunningly added by Chinese 
workmen that the joining was 
only evident upon the closest ex- 
amination. 

Of course, we sent the informa- 
tion on to Saigon, where Hop 
Ling, having also been- informed 
of what had happened, "squared"

A Suspicious-Looking Hawser. 

"About the most audacious 
niece of work thai 1 ever heard of 
was a scheme that the. Japanese 
officer of a San Francisco mail- 
boat stumbled upon last summer, 
lie had noticed, without attaching 
auv importance to it, that every 
arternoon a junk had been com- 
ing alongside, and passing an un- 
usuallv heavy hawser up to the 
poop, where it was taken in and 
stowed by some of the crew 
under the diruidiuii of one of the 
bo'suns. Once or twice in the 
forenoons, he had seen a similar 
hawser being passed overboard 
to a junk, which afterwards put 
oil to shore with it. 

Chancing to be on the poop the 
evening before sailing, he be- 
,j i0il _i-^ himself of the bipr haw- 
ser, which he had seen coming 
aboard again in the afternoon, to 
find, to his surprise, thai it was 
of twisted bamboo fibre, and 
therefore of no more use than a 
skipping rope in mooring a ten- 
thousatid-tou steamer. Sloping' 
to examine the make of the big 
line— it was as thick through as 
the rail' of his leg— his eye 
caught the glint r 'f metal at a 
point where it maui: a sharp hend 
over a stanchion, and a moment' 
later his knife had brought to 
light a long, slender cylinder con- 
taining opium. The hawser had 
been woven about a solid core of 
some kind, which, on removal, 
left a hollow info which (he cans 
could be forced one after the 
other, from the ends. 

The ships' olllcers turned over 
to us what stuff was- in the haw- 
ser—about two thousand dollars' 
worth — but were unable to locate 
any of that which must have 
come on before; and,! have since 
iS'-S^W 'cfTtff The~i7ispectars iii°isan 
Franci?co' ! had no better luck 
when they sparched the steamer 
upon its arrival at that perl."

The weirdest opium-smuggling 
yarn f have ever heard fell to my 
lot the same' evening that 1 met 
the detective.

Now God spoke to him, 
and he resolutely let himsel' 
down from the seat and came to 
the mercy-seat. It was a touch- 
ing sight." 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Commissioner and Mrs. Eadie 
have visited three important 
centres of their Territory— Cape 
Town, Johannesburg and Pert 



Elizabeth. They have personally 
me! two-thirds of the Oilicers. 
Their next engagement is a tour 
to. Rhodesia. 

The Commissioner has hod per- 
sonal interviews with many pub- 
lic men and Government Officials, 
including the liircclor of Prisons 
sit Pretoria. 

Brigadier and Mrs. Jordiin, 
who tire in charge of the Train- 
ing Home at the Cape, have been 
campaigning in the Transvaat 
with very encouraging results. 

Hiiring a visit to South African 
native Salvationists in the North 
recently, Licnt.-Colonel Smith, 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, re- 
ceived a pressing invitation for 
Army work to be commenced 
among the Tshanganas. The 
home of this tribe is in Portu- 
gese East Africa, but after their 
defeat by the Portugese, many 
of them crossed the border and 
settled in the Transvaal and are 
now living there, A member of 
"■their royal family was in Johan- 
nesburg a short time ago and 
while there met Ensign Aiaqili 
and personally requested that 
Officers should be sent at once. 

The Ensign has visited their 
location and seen Tulumahashi, 

the son of Ngungunyana, who 
was the king of the Tshanganas 
when they fought with the Portu- 
gese about sixteen years ago. 
This chief earnestly requested 
that we should send Officers to 
begin the work among his peo- 
ple. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

One evidence of the growing 
popularity of the Army in the 
Argentine, says Colonel H&m- 
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mbnd, is the fact that our Oili- 
cers are now conducting a shelt- 
er for the municipality of Buenos 
AyreSj.in aid of the homeless 
- poor. In fact, the Social Work is . 
advancing all round. 

Commissioner Cosandey has 
recently had an interview wilfi 
the President of Uruguay, whom 
he delighted with his explana^ 
lions of Army a-ims and methods. 
The President declared he should 
make use of The Salvation Army. 
Another sign of progress was 
seen when raising funds for the 
Buenos Ayres Shelter, for nearly, 
fifty Argentines of eminent posi- 
tion contributed large sums 
toward the scheme, a fact that 
speaks volumes. 

Officers and Soldiers arc full of 
hope for the fiitu™. The Com- 
missioner, who now speaks the 
language freeiy (Mrs. Cosandey 
als-o converses with ease in Span- 
ish), is in good health, and get- 
ting into touch with the leading 
people of the Republic. The 
training of Officers is b&ing car- 
ried on under great difficulties, 
but the Commissioner expects 
soon to be able fo submit propos- 
als for the erection of a Training 
Home. There are sixteen Can- 
didates on the books who expect 
to enter training early next year 
— a big advance on any previous 
ellort in this direction. 

The need of South America is 
sanctified Officers, men and wo- 
men who are prepared for hard 
fighting, wha* will consecrate 
themselves to the salvation of the 
country. The Commissioner says 
that if he- could receive twenty 
or thirty married couples he 
would, in a short time, be able 
lo raise on the sp.it all the others 
he required, besides making the 
work almost, if not entir.iy. self- 
supporting. 

One day the Prince of Wales 
was invited to a garden party, 
and was rather eager to go.

■the Training School where he 
was then a Cadet refused leavo- 
of absence, and he wrote to his 
father about it. The King replied
